Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Robert H. Kelly (Reg. No. 33,922) on 5/5/2005. 
The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1, on line 18, replace word "defines" with -define--. Also, on line 19, 
insert word -value-- after word "threshold". 

In claim 20, on line 17, replace word "defines" with -define-. Also, on line 18, 
insert a comma after word "matrix". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Regarding claim 1, Chuang et al. (U.S. 6,823,005) teaches a system and method 
of link adaptation for dynamically adapting the modulation and coding scheme for radio 
links based upon a comparison of a measured signal quality to a transmission 
threshold. 

Chuang et al. fails to teach a storage device for storing a 2-dimensional matrix 
defined in terms of a first and a second communication indicia. Chuang et al. also fails 
to teach a comparator for iteratively comparing threshold values within the matrix to a 
traffic channel threshold to locate a selected threshold value as well as a selector 
coupled to the comparator for selecting the resource allocation corresponding to the 
selected threshold value in the matrix. 

Regarding claims 2-19, these claims are further limiting to claim 1 and are thus 
also allowable over the prior art of record. 

Regarding claim 20, Chuang et al. (U.S. 6,823,005) teaches a system and 
method of link adaptation for dynamically adapting the modulation and coding scheme 
for radio links based upon a comparison of a measured signal quality to a transmission 
threshold. 

Chuang et al. fails to teach forming a 2-dimensional matrix defined in terms of a 
first and a second communication indicia. Chuang et al. also fails to teach iteratively 
comparing threshold values within the matrix to a traffic channel threshold to locate a 
selected threshold value as well as selecting the resource allocation corresponding to 
the selected threshold value in the matrix. 
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Regarding claim 21, this claim is further limiting to claim 20 and is thus also 
allowable over the prior art of record.
